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NOTE ON THE CONTENTS. 



In this report all the financial tables concerning the State institutions 
relate to the year that ended on Nov. 30, 1915, in accordance with the 
act of 1905 that established a fiscal year. Statistics of prisoners, crimi- 
nal prosecutions, arrests, etc., and all information concerning the coimty 
prisons, are for the year that ended on Sept. 30, 1915. 

The first part of the document contains the general report which em- 
braces suggestions and recommendations for legislation upon prison mat- 
ters. The reports of the State Prison, the Massachusetts Reformatory, 
the Reformatory for Women, the Prison Camp and Hospital, the State 
Farm and the jails and houses of correction, respectively, contain statistics 
that relate exclusively to those institutions, but the general statistical 
tables comprise particulars concerning these places with all the others. 
After the prison statistics there will be found tabular information con- 
cerning arrests, criminal prosecutions, etc.; the financial tables relative to 
maintenance; and accoimts of the industries.

The first four prisons are under the control of the Prison Commiaaion ezduaively. The State Farm is man- 
aged by a board of trustees (that also governs the State Infirmary); and the Prison Commisaionen control the 
industries only, and have aome other powers of auperviaion and inapection. All the county priaona are under 
general auperviaion of the Prison Commission. 

The places for the imprisonment of juvenile offenders are not in any respect under the control or supervision 
of the Prison Commission. They are the Lymun School for Bosrs at Westborough, the State Industrial School 
for Girls at Lancaster, and the Industrial School for Boys at Shirley, all managed by the Trustees of Massachu* 
aetta Training Sohoola; and the Suffolk School for Boya on Rainaford Island in Boston Harbor, managed by the 
Trustees for Children of the City of Boston.

COMMISSIONEES' REPORT. 



State House, Bostox, Jan. 1, 1916. 
To the Honorable the Senate arid the House of Representatives in General Court assembled : 

The Board of Prison Commissioners herewith submit this as their fif- 
teenth annual report. 

On Jan. 11, 1915, Mr. John J. Conway of Boston succeeded Hon. 
Henry Parkman as a member of the Board. Mr. Farkman had been a 
commissioner for nearly twenty-one years, and had rendered valuable 
service to the Commonwealth. A portion of the time he served as chair- 
man of the Board. 

In October, 1915, Mrs. Hannah T. Carret presented her resignation 
as a commissioner. She was succeeded by Mrs. Wm. C. Norcross of 
Wellesley Hills, who assumed her duties Dec. 14, 1915. 

On Jan. 4, 1915, Mr. Alvah S. Baker tendered his resignation as super- 
intendent of the Massachusetts Reformatory, the same to take eflFect 
February 1. Mr. Baker had been in the service for a long time, the last 
nine years as superintendent of the reformatory. He was succeeded by 
Col. Cyrus B. Adams, formerly superintendent of the St. Charles School 
for Boys, at St. Charles, 111. 

The total prison population in the State on Sept. 30, 1915, was 6,663. 
Upon the same date the year before it was 6,877. Aside from legislation 
having reference to local conditions at the diflFerent prisons, no changes 
in the laws governing the prisons of the Commonwealth have been made 
since the last report. 

State Prison. 

The removal of the State Prison from its present site is deemed advan- 
tageous, in accordance with the recommendations of several of the past 
Governors of the Commonwealth. 

The reasons have been often stated and are well known. The present 
equipment lacks many thii^s that a modern prison should have. Among 
ibeaat may be mentioned a suitable hospital, chapeU dining room and 
schoolrooms, and tlie tract oi about 1^ aores of land in the rear fd the 
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State holdings should be enclosed by a wall and added to the yard room. 
However^ under no circumstances of improvement upon the land now 
held can it ever become an ideal location for the State Prison. 

The removal of the State Prison to its former location in Concord, in 
the buildings which were constructed for it, and which admirably served 
that purpose, seems to be fitting. Th^y are now occupied by the Massa- 
chusetts Reformatory, for which purpose they are not peculiarly adapted, 
and the construction on a new and suitable site of buildings for the 
reformatory appears to be the logical thing. A large proportion of the 

work can and should be done by the labor of prisoners. 

* 

Prison Chapel. 

The present chapel at the State Prison is unfortunately located, and is 
not what it should be. With repairs and improvement it can be made 
much less unsatisfactory, and it is recommended that the sum of $6,000 
be allowed for that purpose. 

Transfers. 

Some of the prisoners at the State Prison are tractable men whose 
lives indicate no danger to be anticipated from them if they should be 
held in a place where the discipline and control would be very much 
relaxed as compared with that under which they now serve. 

Some of them, with advantage to themselves (particularly men who 
have served a considerable length of time, and who are to be released 
within a comparatively short time), might well be transferred from the 
State Prison to the camp section of the Prison Camp and Hospital, where 
they might be prepared, by life and work in the open, iox the still larger 
liberty which is soon to be theirs. 

Assistant Engineers. 

The present law allows for but one assistant engineer at the State 
Prison. It has been found that it is necessary to have more than one, or 
else to have persons doing engineer work under another rating and desig- 
nation. The Board asks authority which will enable the warden to 
appoint the necessary number of assistant engineers. 

Assistant Physician. 

The physician at the State Prison receives a small salary, and devotes 
but a portion of his time to official work. The Board believes that there 
should be an assistant who should be on continuous duty. 
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Deputy Warden. 

The salary of the present warden while serving as deputy^ immediately 
before his promotion, was $2,500. He asks that the salary of his present 
deputy be fixed at the same figure. The request appears to be a reason- 
able one. 

Massachusetts Reformatory. 

The superintendent of the Massachusetts Reformatory requests that 
the salary of the deputy superintendent be increased to $2,600, in view of 
the value of his service, as well as its length; and this matter is presented 
to your favorable consideration. 

Reformatory for Women. 

This institution continues in need of an ample supply of water for all 
purposes and emergencies, and the Board recommends that it should have 
an exclusive 12-inch supply pipe from the Framingham water system. 

Drainage of Low Lands. 

The past season having been a rainy one, the crops on the low lands 
suffered, and such will be the case in wet seasons until sufficient drainage 
outlet is furnished. The matter is of more than ordinary interest from 
the fact that the low lands are the best belonging to the institution. The 
work of ditching the lands can well be done by prisoners sent from the 
Massachusetts Reformatory. The Board believes that the work should 
be done, and that it should be done by prison labor. 

Prison Camp and Hospital. 

The Board respectfully calls attention to the limit of 100 inmates at 
the camp section, with a request that it be removed. As the area of re- 
claimed land increases, it becomes apparent that, during the periods of 
greatest activity, it may be desirable and quite advantageous to have 
more than 100 laborers. 

Escapes. 

The Prison Camp, being an open institution, needs such protection 
against escapes as can come from the enactment of a law making all 
escapes and attempted escapes unlawful. 
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Tvberctiloiu Prisoners. 

The Board comments on the importance of having examinations 
made of all prisoners on their commitment, with a Tievr to securing the 
early transfer to the hospital section of the Prison Camp and Hospital of 
all requiring treatment for tuberculosis. It is reported from that hos- 
pital that many transfers should and might have been made at a con- 
siderably earlier date. No bill for an act is offered in this connection. 

Drug HabifuSs. 

The Board respectfully calls attention to the fact that for prisoners 
addicted to the drug habit the present penal institutions are largely un- 
fitted to provide the most desirable treatment, in the hope that this mat- 
ter may engage the attention of the authorities, and may be dealt with 
according to its importance. 

Genehal. 

Separate Cells. 

The objectionable practice of placing more than one prisoner in a cell 
still continues to some extent, and the Board advises that an act be passed 
forbidding it. 

Female Prisoners in Custody. 

While there has been considerable improvement, it is true that some 
female prisoners are conveyed and committed by men oflSicers, unaccom- 
panied by a woman. The Board believes that a statutory requirement 
that a woman should accompany the female prisoner would be fully war- 
ranted, and would be observed, without provision for a penalty. 

Agent for Discharged Female Prisoners. 

The Board offers a bill for an act which will place the matter of the 
salary of the agent for discharged female prisoners under the control of 
the Board, the same as the salaries of agents appointed by the Board. 

Identification Bureau. 

For the extension of the scope of this important and developing bureau 
the Board offers three bills. 

Manual of Prison Laws. 

The sum of $500 which was provided by the last Genial Court was 
found to be insufficient for the purpose, and a further sxmi at $500 is 
requested. 
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Transfers to the Reformatories. 

Chapter 113, section 2, of the General Acts of 1915 authorizes trans- 
fers from the training schools to the reformatories by action of the trus- 
tees of the training schools. 

The Board of Prison Commissioners, being of opinion that its consent 
should be given before the transfers are effected, offers a bill in that 
behalf. 

Defective Delinquents, 

The presence of defectives in all the prisons is recognized, and their 
inability to favorably respond to the r6gime is manifest. That they 
stand in the way* of the progress of normal prisoners in school and train- 
ing, and in industrial efficiency, and lower the tone of the institution, 
follows as an unavoidable conclusion. 

They should be treated and trained apart from prisoners more for- 
tunately endowed. How many of them can be adapted to free life, and 
how long it will require, and what measures must be adopted and followed 
to secure the best results with them, are matters of uncertainty. 

The field is largely a new one, and the subject must be approached 
with caution, and by gradual and short steps. With these matters in 
mind, the Board offers a measure in furtherance of the purposes of chap- 
ter 595, Acts of 1911, as amended by chapter 796, Acts of 1913, which is 
believed to be so thoroughly safeguarded as to insure carefully considered 
action.

WARDEN'S REPORT. 



CHABIiSSTOWN, Oct. 1, 1915. 

To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

I respectfully submit the annual report of the State Prison for the 
year ending Sept. 30, 1915. 

As shown by the accompanying tabulations, the number committed 
during the year has been larger than usual. The passage of the parole 
law in 1911 caused a sudden increase in the number of releases, as many 
became eligible immediately upon the passage of the act. This, together 
with the operation of the minimum sentence law, reduced our numbers 
from a maximum of 832 to 688, the lowest for twenty years. As the law 
has been in operation for four years, a gradual adjustment has taken 
place, until at present the number of releases each month averages the 
same as before the passage of the above act. This, in connection with 
the greater number of commitments, has brought about the steady in- 
crease in our population. We do not, however, anticipate any over- 
crowding. 

Many improvements have been made during the year, and others are 
under way. A cement gateway has been erected at the entrance to the 
prison, and a granolithic walk laid from the gate to the office. A cement, 
stucco-finish garage has just been completed. This work has been done 
entirely by prisoners, and the designs and blue prints for both the en- 
trance gate and garage were prepared by one of the inmates, who is 
conducting a class in mechanical drawing in our correspondence school. 
New walks are being laid around the prison yard, and plans are under 
way for improving the prison kitchen. A general overhauling is contem- 
plated. A cement floor will be laid, the lighting arrangements improved, 
and a system installed whereby the overheated air and steam will be 
drawn out of the kitchen. These and other minor repairs throughout the 
institution have been made out of the regular appropriation. I wish here 
to express my sincere appreciation of the hearty support which I have re- 
ceived from the commissioners. This has been a source of much encour- 
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agement, not only in carrying out the work in hand, but in planning for 
the future. 

The day and correspondence schools continue to be a great help to 
the men and a strong factor in maintaining the discipline of the institu- 
tion. The day school has an average attendance of 100, and about 250 
are enrolled in the correspondence school. Sessions of the day school are 
held every week day throughout the entire year, and work in the cor- 
respondence school is carried on during the evening. 

For several months the men have been given an hour and a quarter 
in the yard on Sunday, immediately after service in the chapel. This is 
greatly appreciated by them, and relieves the tedium of the Sunday con- 
finement in their rooms. Two hours and a half recreation is allowed in 
the yard on. the summer holidays, but on the three winter holidays an 
entertainment is provided in the chapel, followed by exercise in the yard 
for about an hour. The regular Saturday afternoon liberty in the yard 
is still a source of pleasure, and the baseball game is as ever the center of 
interest. 

The discipline has been good, there having been but 126 punishments 
for infractions of the rules. This is an unusually small number. 

The general health of the men has been very good; we have had but 
two deaths during the year. A dentist visits the prison daily, and every- 
body is given the opportunity of having necessary work done. The men 
are also given the privilege of being fitted to glasses when needed, as an 
optician comes to the prison twice a month for that purpose. 

During the first six months of the present fiscal year work in our shoe 
department was practically at a standstill. This condition was common 
to the entire shoe trade in this section. Since the early summer conditions 
have improved, and at present the men are busily engaged, and prospects 
are bright for the future. In connection with this change from days of 
almost complete idleness to very busy times, I wish to say that the spirit 
in which the men have responded has been very gratifying. They have 
worked steadily and faithfully, which shows that they appreciate the fact 
that time passes quickly, and that they are more contented when con- 
stantly employed. The public-use industries are gradually increasing 
their output from year to year, and are in a very satisfactory condition. 
During the present year a new industry has been added to this group. 
This is the aluminum ware department, and at present employs ten men. 
Indications are that there will be a considerable demand for these goods, 
so that the industry will be a profitable one; also that the skill acquired 
by the men employed will be beneficial to them upon their release. 
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The report of the prison physician for last year sets forth the need of a 
new hospital. At present the hospital is situated in one of the wings. I 
recommend that a two-story building be erected which will be used ex- 
clusively for hospital purposes. The first floor would contain an out- 
patient department, operating and observation rooms, kitchen, dining 
room, and so forth, while on the second floor there would be four addi- 
tional isolation rooms, a room for the hospital attendant, one for the Ber- 
tillon work and others much needed. The expense would be from $10,000 
to $12,000. 

I recommend that an appropriation of $12,500 be made for a central 
power plant. Two new boilers are needed, a brick chimney large enough 
to handle all the boilers, motors to drive the shops instead of the present 
mechanical drive from the Corliss engine, and the necessary wiring for 
these motors. 

I also recommend that we enclose with a cement wall the one and one 
half acres of land situated in the rear of the shops and at present not 
used, thus making a suitable recreation ground for the men, at an expense 
of $5,000, all work to be done by inmates. 

The chapel should be thoroughly renovated. I recommend an ap- 
propriation of $5,000 to. cover the building of new pews, enlarging the 
gallery, changing the arrangement of the front platform and for a covering 
for the walls. 

Religious services have been conducted by the chaplain. Rev. Michael 
J. Murphy, and Rev. W. Bradley Whitney. Services for the Jewish in- 
mates and a Christian Science service are held on alternate Sundays. An 
Episcopal communion service is held each month. I recommend that 
section 3, chapter 223, Revised Laws, be changed to provide for two 
chaplains, a Catholic and a Protestant, each to receive the same salary. 

During the year Robert L. Darling, who had been for twenty-five 
years a watchman, passed away. During this time he had served the 
Commonwealth with fidelity and intelligence, and I regret the loss of 
his services. 

I hereby express to the officers and instructors my appreciation of 
their co-operation in our efiForts to maintain discipline and sustain the 
general good feeling that pervades the institution. .

In the dentistry department 442 men were examined and received 
treatment. This comprised 361 cement fillings, 69 amalgam-silver fillings, 
350 extractions, 42 removal of nerves, 217 cleaning cases, 8 plates made, 
49 pyorrhoea, 84 miscellaneous treatments and operations. 

Refractive work for those with visual defects, and supplying corrective 
glasses if needed, is still being done by the physician who has for years 
visited the prison for that purpose at least twice a month.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



Chablbstown', Oct. 1, 1915. 
To the Warden : 

I have the honor of submitting the following report as chaplain of the 
State Prison: — 

During the year the chapel services have been conducted as for many 
years past. The long-established order has been found admirably suited 
to the needs and convenience of the inmates. The first service at 9 o'clock, 
conducted by the chaplain, is followed by another at 10.30, in charge of 
the Rev. W. Bradley Whitney. Jewish and Christian Science services are 
held on alternating Sundays, and the Episcopal communion service on the 
first Wednesday of each month. The large attendance on all occasions 
and the earnest interest in religious matters manifested have been most 
encouraging, and give evidence that the minds and consciences of the 
prisoners are open to a better understanding of their duty to God and 
their fellow men. It is most gratifying to report that all possible as- 
sistance and encouragement are readily given by the officials of this institu- 
tion to the religious advisers and instructors, not only to those officially 
connected, but to all who indicate an interest in the spiritual betterment 
of the inmates. Every courtesy and kindness is shown, even to the oc- 
casional clerical visitor, and he is made to feel that his labors have official 
sanction and approval, and that he is welcome to do his part in making it 
possible for the men to know, love and serve God better. During the 
year just closing the Rev. W. Bradley Whitney was appointed religious 
instructor. The reverend gentleman during his service has shown himself 
admirably adapted to the work, and by his kindness and earnest zeal in 
promoting the spiritual and material welfare of those committed to his 
care has won the unbounded confidence and respect of the inmates, with- 
out which it is absolutely impossible for any clergyman to do his work as 
the work demands. Those charged with the spiritual welfare of the in- 
mates of the prison have at all times shown the deepest interest and the 
most unselfish spirit in the discharge of their duties. To their noble 
example may be attributed, in some degree at least, the good will prevail- 
ing within the walls, and doubtless it will have a lasting and permanent 
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effect on the future welfare of those who are brought under its daily 
influence. 

The library, under the supervision of the chaplain and religious in- 
structor, has been in constant use; 38,649 volumes have been distributed 
* during the year, a monthly average of 3,220 and a daily average of 130. 
A new catalogue has been printed and a copy placed in every room, that 
each man may select what best suits his taste. For many years past but 
two books were permitted weekly. Recently it was found advisable to 
extend the privilege further by the addition of one more book. The habit 
of reading has gradually become more universal, and as far as possible has 
been directed along practical lines by the more extensive use of vocational 
works. Many men have shown a genuine and farsighted interest in their 
own future welfare, and a sincere desire to prepare themselves better for 
the battle of Jife after sentence, by daily study and application. The 
library at present contains 14,789 volumes, classified as follows: history 
and fiction, 9,593; textbooks, 4,236; vocational, 960. Since our last report 
990 volumes have been added. Our sincere thanks and grateful apprecia- 
tion are hereby extended to the many kind friends and benefactors who, 
from time to time, have sent us books, magazines and periodicals. Espe- 
cially do we wish to thank publicly the Hon. Charles W. Guy of Quincy 
and Rev. John W. McMahon, D.D., of Charlestown, both of whom have 
been most generous in their contributions, having donated more than 
200 books. 

The "Mentor,'^ our prison paper, is now printed instead of being 
mimeographed as formerly. It is edited by an inmate, under the super- 
vision of the chaplain and religious instructor, and the men find in it a 
ready medium for the publication of their ideas on various subjects. In 
its general makeup and its literary standard it has attained a high place 
among similar publications in the country, and is a most welcome monthly 
visitor. 

The increased attendance and interest manifested by the pupils of the 
school have necessitated larger quarters, and we have taken a room better 
suited to our needs, which adjoins the "Mentor" oJBSce. Day by day the 
school is showing itself to be of great assistance in restoring men to their 
former selves, and enabling them to begin life anew under more favorable 
opportunities. It is yet in its infancy, fraught with possibilities which 
time will develop to the utmost. 

One of the most beneficial and thoroughly appreciated departments of 
the prison life is the musical, including the choir, orchestra and band. 
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The vocal and instrumental music rendered at various chapel services is of 
a high degree of excellence, and compares most favorably with church 
music outside. The band on numerous occasions has been heard to good 
advantage in the chapel, and its progress and improvement speak vol- 
umes of praise for its inmate leader and the individual members. Music 
has an important part to play in our lives, and it should be encouraged 
and sought for, even at a sacrifice. Only those who are deprived of liberty 
can fully realize its potency in dispelling gloom and grouchiness, and its 
power to soften the hardened heart and make possible the inculcating of 
higher and nobler ideals. 

It has long been recognized that a great amount of ceil confinement 
imposed on inmates of penal institutions has a more or less weakening 
effect on their physical well-being. To make men physically as well as 
morally fit for life's struggle is the purpose of confinement; and with this 
object in view the yard privilege has been extended. For some years on 
Saturdays and holidays the men have enjoyed an outing of two or three 
hours' freedom in the yard, when all restraint is thrown off and games 
of various kinds are played. During the past spring it was decided to 
permit the men to remain in the yard from the close of the second Sun- 
day service, at 11.30, until 12.45. The benefits derived even from this 
slight increase of time in the open air are most noticeable, and have from 
the very beginning been acknowledged as the greatest favor thus far 
extended. The announcement was hailed with delight, and the improve- 
ment noticed in health and spirits fully justified the innovation. The 
conduct and discipline have been excellent, and merit possible further 
extension of this health-saving privilege. 

The wisdom of permitting Sunday papers to be distributed after dinner 
has been debated, and after studying the matter thoroughly and making 
investigations I am unable to see wherein the general morale of the prison 
will be lowered, and find many cogent arguments for favoring and ad- 
vocating their entrance to the prison. 

In closing I wish to acknowledge the assistance and encouragement 
given me by the Prison Commissioners and officials of the prison on all 
occasions.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



Concord, Oct. 1, 1915. 
To the Board of Prison Commissionera: 

The thirty-first annual report of the Massachusetts Reformatory is 
herewith respectfully submitted. 

Commitments to the reformatory during the year were 744, as fol- 
lows: sentenced by the courts, 473; returned for violation of permit, 171; 
by order of the Governor, 1; from jails and houses of correction, 2; from 
Prison Camp and Hospital, 2; from Bridgewater State Hospital, 2; re- 
moved from State Prison, 1; from State Farm, 33; from jails and houses 
of correction, 38; from Lyman School for Boys, 4; from Industrial School 
for Boys, 15; from SuflFolk School for Boys, 1; from National Training 
School for Boys, 1. 

During the same year there were released 727, as follows: upon expira- 
tion of sentence, 46; upon parole, 639; removed to other institutions, 32; 
by writ of habeas corpus, 4; and 6 escaped. 

The average daily number of prisoners has been 766 for the year. 

Since the establishment of the reformatory, 21,884 have been com- 
mitted thereto. Of these, 18,582 were sentenced directly by the courts; 
2,013 were removed from other institutions; 1,205 have been returned for 
violation of the terms of their permits; and 84 have been received from 
all other sources. 

The health of the inmates for the past year has been good; the per- 
centage of sickness has been quite low. This is due to good sanitary 
conditions, nourishing diet, regular hours and care in protecting boys from 
unnecessary exposure. We have been quite free from infectious and con- 
tagious diseases. There have been a few cases of pneumonia, but under 
the careful treatment of the physician and good nursing the patients re- 
covered. Ten tuberculous cases have, upon your order, been transferred 
to the Prison Camp and Hospital. 
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The Industries. 

The woolen and cotton mill where, under the State use law, we manu- 
facture cloth, blankets, yams, etc., for the various State institutions is 
well equipped with modern machinery. This industry gives employment 
to a large number of boys who are being taught a useful trade and acquir- 
ing habits of industry. There is an increasing demand for the product of 
this mill, and the production the last year has been the largest for any one 
year since its estabUshment. 

The furniture department is now established in the building formerly 
occupied by the trades school, the latter having been moved to the third 
floor of the woolen mill building. This department has been equipped 
with new machinery, and employs a number of boys in the manufacture 
of furniture. Our markets for this industry are the public institutions, 
offices and departments of the State, cities, towns and counties. 

Trades Schools. 

The trades schools generally are in excellent condition. We have a 
printing office very well established. A number of boys are employed in 
this department, and we are trying to fit them to follow this line of work. 
In addition to other printing we publish a weekly paper, which is of great 
educational value to the boys taking up this trade. 

The tailoring department is well equipped, having a large number of 
power-driven machines, and employs a large force of boys. They make 
the clothing for the reformatory, including uniforms, caps, overalls, work 
jackets and going-home clothes. Uniforms, overalls, jackets, etc., are cut 
to stock patterns. The going-home clothes are generally cut to measure, 
thus giving the boys of the department practical experience in tailoring. 
It would add very much to this department if we had an electric cutting 
machine. 

The blacksmith department is well equipped. We have added some 
new machinery, and this department, aside from doing the iron work for 
the various departments of the institution, is making the iron beds for the 
furniture department. The new machinery purchased makes it possible to 
turn out twenty-five beds each working day. 

The men in the painting department have been busy during the year. 
The cell wings have been painted, rooms in the superintendent's and 
deputy's houses have been painted, and a number of the officers' houses 
have been painted externally and the interior walls frescoed or painted. 
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The departments of sloyd and plumbing have large classes of younger 
boys who are being given practical training in the use of tools, and the 
work of these departments is being made of practical value to the institu- 
tion. The plumbing department takes care of new work, and keeps the 
lavatories and closets in repair, . thus giving quite a number of boys 
assigned to its classes practical work. 

Classes in engraving instruct a number of boys in the art of engraving 
in metal. All work is free hand. The work of this department has no 
industrial valufe, but is of educational and trade value to the young man 
who becomes skilled in its work. 



PowEB Plant. 

The power plant, with its machine shop, steam-fitting and electrical 
departments, employs quite a number of men, and they, under the direc- 
tion of the chief engineer, steam-fitter and electrician, have taken care of 
all of the new work, such as extending hot-water lines, electrical lines and 
keeping the old lines in repair. The boys in the various sections of the 
power department take great interest in the work. Good positions have 
been secured for a number of them by reason of the training received in 
this department. 

Agricultural. 

The agricultural department has done most excellent work the past 
year. A considerable tract of land has been reclaimed by clearing it of 
stones and stumps. Land that is low and wet is being ditched prepara- 
tory to tiling. Much is being done to improve the fertility of the soil; 
limestone dust, manure and commercial fertilizer are being used to good 
advantage. To the farm we are sending men whom we think can be 
trusted and are adapted to farm work, and we are trying to give them 
practical farm training. The dairy is well equipped, the building in good 
condition and the stock well cared for. We have a good-rsized herd of 
Hblstein, and are able to furnish the inmates with plenty of milk. 

The State now owns 308 acres of land, about 100 acres being used for 
institutional grounds and buildings; 100 acres are so broken up with hills, 
small streams and rocks that they are not available for farm purposes. 
This leaves about 128 acres for farming. I would recommend the pur- 
chase of more land. The purchase of more land would be wise, not only 
from a reformatory standpoint, but would make it possible to produce 
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enough vegetables for our own use^ which is a large item. If we had a 
sufficient amount of land our farming operations could be extended and 
attention given to live stock and poultry raising. 

Academic Department. 

In the school of letters good progress is being made. There are thir- 
teen classes in the night schools and four classes in the day schools. In 
addition^ we have one class in mechanical drawing, a class in civil govern- 
ment and three trades school classes in which the work correlates with the 
shop work, — plumbing, carpentry and sloyd. Approximately 600 boys 
and men are now in school. 

> 

Military Department. 

We have organized a military department which, by reason of hard 
work on the part of the officer in charge, and the interest taken by the 
men, has reached quite a degree of proficiency. This department is doing 
much good in the way of developing the men physically. Military train- 
ing not only develops a man or boy physically, but teaches respect for 
authority and self-control. We have a regiment of infantry, nine com- 
panies and a band. In addition to our regular company isind battalion 
drills we have dress parade at the close of work hours Friday evenings. 

Rev. Robert Walker, chaplain of the reformatory, conducts religious 
services each Sunday morning, as does Rev. Daniel W. Cronin, pastor of 
the Catholic parish at Concord Junction. Hebrew services have been held 
weekly, conducted by Mr. Moses L. Sedar, and by Mr. M. J. Robinson on 
their feast days and other sacred days.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 



CONOOBD, Oct. 1, 1915. 

To the Superintendent: 

The thirty-first annual report of the medical department of the Massa- 
chusetts Reformatory is hereby respectfully submitted. 

The health of the inmate community has been very good^ whether the 
survey for determination be made by observing individuals taken seriatim, 
and comparing their condition on admission with that on release, by ob- 
serving the population en mdsse, or by examining the hospital and labora- 
tory records for evidence of accomplishment. There have been no deaths 
nor any cases of the ordinary acute infectious diseases.

An important feature of the welfare of inmates, both mental and 
physical, is the daily setting-up drill. This was established seven years 
ago as a physical exercise or calisthenics drill without arms, and has been 
consistently maintained ever since under the direction of a specially 
qualified officer detailed to this specific duty. Very soon after this feature 
was introduced the objectionable lock step gave place to the soldierly 
open ranks step for daily use in the transfer of squads of inmates as well 
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as in the drills. On the initiative of the superintendent^ an army officer 
whose military experience has been extensive and varied^ the bugle and 
drum corps has been several times doubled in numbers, wands and dummy 
rifles have been issued, and military drills substituted for some of the less 
inspiring Swedish exercises, — innovations which, with the weekly flag 
drill and brigade parade, have given a transforming vogue to the drills 
that. has proved most beneficial to participants and gratifying to officials. 
Besides the distinct and easily apparent physical benefit, consisting in in- 
creased lung capacity, heart vigor, muscle tone, erectness of carriage and 
upright manliness of bearing, which results from these invigorating exer- 
cises, there is already evident a new esprit de corps, reverence for the flag, 
a healthful spirit of emulation in a good cause, and readiness in concerted 
obedience, — moral forces that lead away from the ideals of the offender 
and toward those of the patriot. 

In determining as accurately as may be the individual losses or gains 
in physical condition of inmates for each year, each prisoner on admission, 
at the time of his physical examination is graded in physical condition as 
poor, fair, good, very good or excellent. A comparison of this finding 
with that of a similar physical examination made before release enables a 
balancing of the aggregate loss and gain in terms of the difference of the 
series above indicated, an increment gained or lost being the difference 
between any two members. During the year a net gain of 260 increments 
in physical condition was made by 458 released inmates, an average gain 
of .57 increment per man. The average net gain in weight was 8.4 
pounds. 

Of the 744 arrivals of the year, 247, or 33 per cent., were found, at the 
physical examination, to require medical or surgical attention. Among 
these were 157 cases of visual defect, which were referred to the visiting 
optometrist for correction of errors of refraction, or were treated by an 
ophthalmologist, and 30 cases of nose, ear or throat disease, which were 
also referred to a specialist for all but simple treatment. 

An important activity of a penal institution hospital is the detection and 
treatment of venereal diseases. The rapid advances made in syphilography 
in the last ten years enable a many fold greater hope of cure from the modern 
treatment. The Wassermann reactions, — a biochemical test to determine 
syphilis, — formerly observed at considerable expense, necessarily in a 
university laboratory, have been observed in the latter half of the year 
at the State Board of Health Wassermann Laboratory. One hundred 
ninety-four biological specimens from 161 reformatory cases have been 
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reported upon. Of these, 43 were positive, 137 negative and 14 doubt- 
ful. One hundred twenty-four doses of salvarsan have been given intra- 
venously at the prison hospital to 36 patients. Thirteen others gave 
negative reactipns six months or a year or more after the last treatment, 
which indicates a cure, so far as it is possible to know after the interval of 
observation indicated. Every case presenting the slightest clinical sus- 
picion of any venereal disease is diligently tested until the diagnosis is 
established and appropriate treatment instituted in positive cases. One 
hundred ten cases of all venereal diseases have been under treatment. 
Diagnosis has been established by approved clinical, chemical and bio- 
chemical tests, and by demonstration of the spirocheta pallida in exudates, 
a conclusive test when positive, enabled by the dark ground illuminator 
(mjcroscope attachment), an addition to laboratory equipment made 
this year. 

In addition to the hitherto universal prophylactic vaccination against 
smallpox, all handlers of milk and other foods in the kitchens, hospital and 
on the farm are now given a series of prophylactic inoculations against 
typhoid fever, though it might be remarked in passing that no case of 
typhoid has occurred intermurally in the past seven years at least. 

Microscopical examinations of specimens of sputum, blood, pus, urinary 
sediments, etc., have been made at the hospital laboratory to verify or 
assist in clinical diagnosis as heretofore. Cases of adenoids, enlarged ton-> 
sils, hemorrhoids, phimosis, hernias, nasal obstruction, carious teeth, etc., 
have been appropriately treated. The dental laboratory, permanently in- 
stalled last year with full modem equipment, has been in uninterruptedly 
successful operation in charge of a competent graduate dentist, providing 
all inmates with free treatment to insure, at least during imprisonment, 
ag&inst those forms of health deterioration that may be traced to dental 
or oral neglect.

The expert skill of various consultants has been sought for certain cases 
requiring special consideration, surgical, dental, orthopedic, aural, ophthal- 
mic, genito-urinary, bacteriological, etc., and the in-and-out-patient 
departments of the Massachusetts Oeneral Hospital and of the Massa- 
chusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary have been utilized for Rontgenographic 
diagnosis and expert surgical procedure. Twenty-five prisoners were 
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treated who made 96 visits; 16 becoming in-patients. The gratitude of 
the physician and several critically ill patients is due these experts, also 
Drs. Barker, Drowne, Titcomb and Walcott of Concord, and we hereby 
most cordially express our appredation of their timely and skillful con- 
sultant's advice and assistance in emergencies. 

In addition to strictly medical and other professional duties the psy- 
chological examination of prisoners to determine mental status, keeping 
pace with the movement of population, would be impossible of accom- 
plishment, at least in any scientifically adequate manner, were there not 
available the results of the preliminary investigations of the parole clerk, 
a specially skilled oflBcer whose entire time is given to the preparation of 
detailed calendars of information for the Board of Parole and Pardons. 
On the basis of this full and systematically arranged information it is 
possible to record an alienist's opinion on each case for the Board of 
Parole and for the laboratory records, after the requisite psychologic and 
psychiatric examinations. In recording these psychopathologic or psychi- 
atric findings it is not sufficient to know only in which of certain quanti- 
tative classes a prisoner's case belongs. A designation of the kind of mental 
deviation or deficiency in each case, if such there be, is needed. To meet 
this demand each case is evaluated qualitatively as well as quantitatively. 
A survey of the year's laboratory records gives the following: —

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The functions of the psychological laboratory are now conducted at a 
considerable disadvantage^ since they are crowded into the pharmacy and 
physician's office, and the facilities are inadequate for the storage of ap- 
paratus and records and for the presentation of tests and the conduct of 
interviews. A wing extended from the operating room, 25 by 34 feet, 
would provide three really requisite items, viz., a quiet recovery and 
etherizing room which would supply a much-needed adjunct to the oper- 
ating room; a secluded presentation room which cotild be equipped at 
once with suitable apparatus; and a room for the installation of the elec- 
tric recording apparatus, record files, the typewriter and other laboratory 
impedimenta which should be out of sight and hearing of the examiner and 
subject. If such a wing were built and occupied as a laboratory, the 
smaller room, now the physician's office, would be available for a much- 
needed reception and examination room for arriving prisoners awaiting 
physical examination and classification, for which purpose it is admirably 
located and adapted.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



COKCOBD, Oct. 1, 1915. 

To the Superintendent: 

One of the great joys of life is to be of service to one's fellow men. 
It would be diflBcult to find a field of labor that has more opportunities for 
this kind of service than a penal institution. Here we find all sorts and 
conditions of men, victims of habits and besetting sins, who have, for the 
time being, at least, seriously interfered with their chances to make good 
in the world. Discouraging, indeed, would be the work among such men 
were it not for the fact that the great majority of them are desirous of 
receiving mental, moral and physical help. It has been my experience to 
note that many a man who, when free, prided himself among his associates 
for the bad that was in him, after entering a prison or reformatory " came 
to himself,'' and found that at heart he was not as bad as he and others 
thought he was, but that there was in him a better and a truer manhood. 
This wholesome attitude of the prisoner towards himself makes the task 
of helping him to recover and to readjust himself to the best that life 
stands for an extremely joyful one. 

I have never yet found a man who wanted to be judged by whatever 
there was in him of meanness or dishonesty, or of vice or hypocrisy. No 
matter how far short he may fall when measured by the best standards of 
life, he still believes there is enough good in him to make it worth while 
for him to strive for the mastery, and for others to have confidence that 
he will sometime attain that mastery. The truth of this fact was recently 
demonstrated to me by a young man who has had a wayward career. 
In reply to a letter that he had sent home in which he set forth the claim 
that because of his past mistakes there could be no welcome awaiting him 
in his home if he were to return to it, there was one sentence which I 
believe will mean everything to him. "No matter what your past has 
been, my boy, you are not dead in our hearts. We still believe in you, and 
with God's help you are going to become a good man." It is hardly 
necessary to add that this young man has already responded to the 
optimistic word of the home letter. 

There is a "best" in every man which may be appealed to, not only by 
parents but by every one, and which may be reached by word and by 
deed. 
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I believe in the message of hope. I believe in the appeal to the best 
that is in a man. I believe in every opportunity that is afforded a man 
to awaken his conscience to the rights to stimulate his mind for knowledge, 
to put skill into his fingers, grit into his will and righteousness into his 
soul. I believe in the power of God to save a man from whatever evil has 
befallen him. I believe in impressing upon every man in the strongest 
possible manner the worth of religion, not only for the welfare of his 
spiritual life but for the physical also. 

This, my penal creed, I have tried to impress upon the men in personal 
interviews and in other ways. 

Religious services have been held weekly in the chapel during the past 
year. The Rev. Daniel W. Cronin has said Mass on Sunday mornings at 
half past 8 o'clock. It is a pleasure to speak of his great interest in the 
welfare of all our young men, and of his sound advice given, not only at 
regularly appointed hours of worship and instruction, but at all other 
times, which are many, when visiting the institution. 

Jewish services have been held on Friday afternoons by the Jewish 
religious instructor, Mr. Moses L. Sedar, a man vitally interested in our 
work, and have proven very helpful. Many of his young men have 
testified that while here they have renewed their faith in God, have a 
higher respect for law, and have given back to their parents the obedience 
that they had hitherto denied. Mr. Sedar has been ably assisted on the 
Jewish New Year and on the Day of Atonement by the Rev. Moses J. 
Robinson, who has endeared himself to the inmates. 

A general service has been held every Sunday at half past 10 o'clock. 
I have generally conducted this service and given the address. Occasion- 
ally other clergymen have come, and by their words have enriched the 
service and strengthened the characters of their hearers. Chaplain- 
Emeritus Batt, who for twenty-five years was the beloved and faithful 
chaplain, has rendered during the past year helpful service, not only at 
the general services, but in visiting the men in their rooms and in editorial 
writing for "Our Paper." Great has been his work as a reformatory 
chaplain throughout his entire length of service. 

The music of the reformatory has been ably conducted under the 
direction of Mrs. Walter S. Leland. A choir, composed of thirty or more 
inmates, renders inspiring music under her efficient leadership. 

On Sunday afternoons, generally at 3 o'clock, there has been a meeting 
to which the members of the first grade were privileged to come. It has 
been the custom to invite some outside person or persons to give a lecture 
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or a concert at this hour. It would be difficult to define the worth of the 
grade meetings, so uplifting and so instructive have they been. Topics 
of live interest have been discussed by those eminently qualified to do so. 
Concerts of high grade have been given by many individuals and organiza- 
tions, who deemed it a privilege as well as a pleasure to come. Among the 
many distinguished speakers who came the last year was Miller Reese 
Hutchison, Ph.D., chief engineer and personal representative of Mr. 
Thomas A. Edison of Orange, N. J., whose address was one that will long 
be remembered for the sound advice that it contained. 

A partial list of the topics discussed at the grade meetings is as follows: 
"The Great War;" "The Religion of Friendship;" "Our Preparedness for 
War;" "The Gloucester Fishermen;" "Things Worth seeing on a 37,000 
Mile Trip Around the World;" "A Horseback Trip through Northern 
Mexico;" "The Uses of Adversity;" "The Philippine Islands;" "Japan;" 
The Value of Odds and Ends of Time;" "The Worth of Athletics;" 
Grip and Grit, or the Great Things of Life;" "The Ties that Bind;" 
"Patriotism;" "Wireless Telegraphy;" "Lights and Shadows;" "How a 
Great Newspaper is made;" "Seven Steps to Success;" "Current Events 
in Washington;" "The Measure of a Man;" "Travels through the Holy 
Land;" "Automobiles;" and many others. 

The library contains approximately 5,700 books, and plays an im- 
portant part in the upbuild of the character of our men. Great care has 
been taken in the selection of these books. Each inmate has the privilege 
of reading two books a week. A special privilege enables the men to draw 
in addition such books for special study as they may desire; 282 men have 
availed themselves of this privilege the past year. 

The number of men drawing books from the library on September 30 
was 712 out of 733. It is interesting to note that many of our young men 
have acquired a taste for reading since coming to this institution, and are 
grateful to the Commonwealth for its well-stocked library shelves. 

Our weekly periodical, "Our Paper," is another agency that influences 
for good, not only those confined within our walls, but many who live far 
from here. It is the custom of the inmates to send copies to their 
relatives and friends. It is very gratifying to hear, as I often do hear, 
favorable mention of the contents of our weekly paper by men whose 
judgment of merit is high. While the policy of this paper is to select the 
best that we can find in current literature, our columns are open to any 
and all of our men who are able to write something worth while. Many 
excellent stories, editorials and letters, written by the inmates, have been 
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published during the past year. Some of them have been reprinted in 
other institutional papers throughout the country. 

During the year, on holidays and other days, have been given stere- 
opticon and moving-picture entertainments, which afforded not only 
pleasure but education to us all. 

In conclusion I desire to thank the administration for the splendid 
support I have had in all my labors. OflScers, instructors and employees 
have done much to assist me in my department, for which service I extend 
thanks also.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



Shbbbobn, Oct. 1, 1915. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

The value of the study and analysis of a given human problem is that 
a method of treatment may be worked out from it. To continue to study, 
to analyze, to classify on paper, and not follow up the indications there 
given in a practical way, is to pursue research for its own sake and not 
for the development of the human problem, which should be its goal. 

During the last winter a committee of the Legislature visited the 
reformatory after a psychopathic-epileptic inmate, a girl of twenty, had 
practically demolished a room, — furniture broken to bits, windowpanes 
shattered, plaster gouged out, door panels in kindling wood. 

The gentlemen of the committee were shown the room and then the 
girl, lying on the floor of a punishment room, unwilling to speak, scarcely 
nodding yes or no to questions. The committee recognized that there was 
something wroiig about a system which housed reform types with ab- 
normal types; something wrong with a system whose only alternative was 
punishment for a woman who demolished a room either because of an 
epileptic seizure, an hysterical attack, or hyperstimulation in a life un- 
suited to her overwrought nervous temperament; i.e., a woman not 
essentially vicious, perhaps, or insane, but too unstable nervously to bear 
the strain of living at a pace set for normal people. 

Together with this actual practical illustration of the incompatibility 
of nervously and mentally unstable types living in the same building with 
normals, charts were shown which demonstrated that the prison plan of 
building is no longer suited to reform work for women. 

Reform institutions are no longer dealing only with the people who 
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coxnznit crimes because they are bad or vicious. There are stronger 
underlying causes than defiance of law and order. 

The' following classification of 500 women shows that we are not dealing 
only with normal women who are bad, but with unstable types who are 
incompatible, the one with the other.

The gentlemen of the committee we felt sure were ready to give us the 
necessary cottages, i.e., the necessary tools with which to do a more 
inteUigent job. 

It will be readily seen that the normal girl gets very little benefit from 
a stay in a reformatory, so long as such mixed and absurd classification 
continues. It is no harder on her, perhaps, than on the aberrational 
types who failed in the community because they could not keep pace with 
it and are failing here for the same reason. 

Last year we asked for cottages on our outlying land, where some of 
the most acute cases could be given an opportunity under conditions more 
nearly normal for them. We again make the same plea, and we make it 
not only because of the women who should be removed from our popu- 
lation but for the reformable women as well. 

During the past year, in an effort to study the psychopathic women 
by themselves and to alleviate somewhat our own situation, we converted 
a small third-story set of rooms into a "cottage." The plan was to give 
these women gardening, housework, industrial training, school and play. 
The "cottage" was equipped so that baths and packs could be given. 
One of our psychopathic women, who had been in an insane hospital, 
became a helper. She was creative in making the rooms homelike and 
cheery. There were never more than five or six women at a time in 
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the "cottage," and a nurse was in charge with two normal inmates as 
assistants. 

- The plan failed. We believe it failed for much the same reason that 
these women fail in their community life, and also because separation 
could iiot be complete enough in any part of our building with its excellent 
acoustic properties. These women are egotistical and self-centered. 
Instead of keeping their nerves in the proper place as sources of energy 
and big purpose they wear them on the surface for every human quiver to 
bruise and sting. They boil up like a kettle of sugar and are over before 
they can be saved. They vnU occupy the center of the stage. Un- 
happily, with us they can always have an audience, awestruck often, and 
often imitative. 

The result has been that 49 women, every one of whom is either 
mentally or nervously defective, have formed the acute disciplinary 
problem of the year: 20 are epileptic, 12 are psychopathic, 12 are hys- 
terical and 5 are neuropathic. Eleven had been in insane hospitals and 
27 had been in other correctional institutions before coming here. Men- 
tally, these women are: 11 good, 8 fair, 7 dull, 15 subnormal and 9 
feeble-minded. 

Aside from this main disciplinary group there were 109 women who 
had, in the course of the year, to be admonished for disorder, encouraged 
to try, helped over rough places, some once and some twenty-five times. 

Mentally, these women are: 26 good, 20 fair, 22 dull, 29 subnormal, 
12 feeble-minded, 30 epileptic, 4 hysterical, 8 psychopathic, 10 neuro- 
pathic, 2 choreic and 20 normal. 

Briefly, then, the situation is this: a reformatory is housing groups of 
women of varying mental, nervous and physical stamina, quite incom- 
patible the one with the other, and inconsistent with the avowed purpose 
of the institution, — the reformation of the normal woman. 

With the normal as the standard the unstable groups break, become 
violent and form the disciplinary problem of the reformatory. 

In daily life these women show that they are a serious menace to one 
another. The psychopathic woman is overstimulated by the proximity 
of an audience; the normal woman is tempted to ape the gay, noisy and 
ofttimes attractive psychopath; the hysterical woman is jealous of both, 
and screams the louder for her place before the footlights; the epileptic 
rushes in to force the pitch higher; while the dull feeble-minded forms the 
sounding board for the whole. 

If the studies of the women which have been made here are to be 
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more than theories on paper we should have the tools with which to take 
the next step, i.e., separate cottages far enough apart so that each group 
may be tried out as a separate unit and its normal discovered. ^ 

If, as seems certain, the psychopathic women are overstimulated by 
the normal, and so react to the detriment of both, then it is certain that 
no fair test of either can be made while they are kept together. If the 
feeble-minded is inhibited by normal people and becomes their drudge she 
should be given her place in the sun, i.e., an institution within her focus^ 
where she may contribute her mite. 

Unless and until we can classify our population into type-cottage 
groups we shall continue to punish falsely. To refuse to recognize these 
separate groups and their needs is to checkmate reformatory progress, — 
it is worse. Individual study and classification obviously tend toward the 
elimination from the criminal population of those types which are pri- 
marily defective either mentally, nervously or physically; it reduces the 
prison population and removes the stigma of crime from the families in- 
volved. 

Education. 

Our educational department is still a weak point. The material 
available both in range of pupils and trade and household training is so 
unusual as to call for a trained supervisor and organizer. I recommend 
that one be engaged at not over $1,200 per year. The work should strike 
into strong lines and not lose itself in established academic routine. 

We have normal pupils, grammar to high school grades, as well as 
foreign, illiterate, feeble-minded and nervously unstable pupils. We have 
a shirt factory, — a miscellaneous garment factory where fifty different 
kinds of garments ure manufactured; a laundry with machine and hand- 
work training; dressmaking, millinery, hand sewing, mending; dairy, 
poultry work and gardening. We need an educator who would study the 
correlation of this industrial and trade training material with the academic 
work and the varied student body, and develop for us a well-defined 
school plan. 

It is with deep sorrow that we report the death in June of Valona L. 
Sprague, a blessed worker here for nine years. Miss Sprague was clerk 
during the last four years of her life. 

Miss Emily W. Woods, our field worker, died in October. She was a 
rare spirit; young and hopeful, she gave the women of her buoyant 
Christian faith. 
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I am deeply grateful to all our good workers here, men and women 
alike, for their generous co-operation. 

This is the thirty-eighth annual report of the Reformatory for Women; 
it includes the reports of the physician, chaplain and superintendent.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 



Shbrbobn, Oct. 1, 1915. 
To the Superintendent: 

The thirty-eighth annual medical report of the Reformatory for Women 
is hereby respectfully submitted. 

The amount of medical work done in the institution has continued to 
increase. The population of the institution which, on Oct. 1, 1914^ 
included 310 women and 34 babies, increased during the year to a maxi- 
mum of 345 women and 38 babies. 

The medical staff has also increased. A dentist, Dr. Ernest W. Gates, 
has spent one day a week at the institution since March 1, 1915. Dr. 
S. W. Jessaman has continued to examinq and treat eye, ear, nose and 
throat conditions during the year. 

In addition to this, a consulting staff has been appointed which has 
already proved of material help in caring for the physical and mental 
needs of the women. The following men have been good enough to

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An operating room has been equipped during the past year to be used 
for the major operations among our women. These operations in the 
past have been performed at the State Infirmary at Tewksbury, the 
Massachusetts General Hospital or the Framingham Hospital, as the 
nature of the case warranted. 

That the general health among the women has improved during their 
residence in the institution may be judged from the fact that the average 
gain in weight of the women coming before the Parole Board during the 
year was over 16 pounds. The greatest gain of weight was 77 pounds. 
The 34 children and babies have made good gains in weight and are in 
unusually good condition. During the summer they have been out of 
doors, in their summerhouse, from 7 o'clock in the morning until 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon. In the spring and fall they are out much of the day, 
and in the cold days in winter the windows in the large nursery are wide 
open for two hours while the children are sleeping. 

Classification of Deunquent Women. 

A classification has been made during the year of 500 women who have 
recently been in the institution, with regard to the ideal final disposition 
of each. The women have been considered in three classes, as follows: — 

Class I. — Includes those who should be permanently segregated on 
account of their mental defect, their bad social record and their lack of 
opportunities for being cared for at home (23.8 per cent, of the 500 
women were included in this class). 

Class II. — Includes those who, on account of the absence of one of 
these three factors, cannot be permanently segregated, but who are 
equally imfit to go back to the community and be entirely free at the end 
of their present maximum sentence. For this class a truly indeterminate 
sentence is recommended without maximum or minimum, that the 
prisoner may be treated like a patient, to leave the hospital only when 
she is considered well enough, and to be kept under medical supervision 
and be returned in case of a relapse (38 per cent, of the 500 women were 
in this class). 

Class III. — Includes the first and second ofiFenders who, not having 
mental or nervous defect, appear to be eligible for parole during their 
present sentence (38.2 per cent, were in this dass). 

The three classes have been subdivided into the following groups: — 

Class I. — Women needing permanent segregation : — 
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(a) Institutionally amenable defectives (19 per cent, of the total 
number). 

(6) Institutionally incorrigible defectives, — psychopaths (4.8 per cent, 
of the total number). 

Class II. — Women needing a truly indeterminate sentence: — 

(a) Slight mental defect, — institutionally amenable (14.8 per cent, of 
the total number) . 

(6) Psychopaths without mental defect, — incorrigible (12 per cent, of 
the total number). 

(c) Recidivists^ — without mental or nervous defect (11.2 per cent, of' 
the total number). 

Class III. — Women who are eligible for parole: — 

(a) Harmless defectives (2.6 per cent, of the total number). 

(6) " Reform '* doubtful (14 per cent, of the total number). 

(c) "Reformable" (21.6 per cent, of the total number). 

Classification and segregation, based on intensive individual study 
from mental, physical and social standpoints, seem to us to present the 
only sane and progressive- basis of reform in criminalistics. The exami- 
nation for such classification could be made to a large extent in the court 
before commitment. Then women who have only the mentality of a 
child, and who are now being sent to prison, could be cared for instead in 
the schools for the feeble-minded, in which they belong. 

The diflSculty of caring for such a variety of incompatible types in an 
institution built under the congregate system can fully be appreciated 
only by those who have actually had. the experience. At present the 
educable, well-intentioned woman is in close association with the anti- 
social woman with maUcious tendencies, the psychopathic woman who 
assaults her officers and destroys much State property, and also with the 
feeble-minded woman, incapable of much development. For this reason^ 
if reform is to be considered from a scientific instead of from a senti- 
mental point of view, a classification of the groups in the reformatory is 
necessary. For such a classification at least four separate groups are 
recommended: — 

First, a group of those women who are defective mentally and are 
institutionally amenable. There will always be many of these who, for 
one reason or another, have not been committed by the courts to suitable 
institutions for the feeble-minded in the first sifting-out process recom- 
mended above. 

The second group includes the psychopathic women, who we believe

should be cared for in small groups in a building equipped for hydros- 
therapy.. Outdoor work is strongly recommended for this group. 

The third group should include the habitual offenders who do not show 
mental or nervous defect. Their chief occupations might be a self- 
supporting industry to help re-establish their self-respect. 

The fourth or main group includes the remainder, who, because of 
good mentality and a short record of delinquency, present the greatest 
hope of reform. This group, when separated from the others, can be 
given greater educational advantages. The importance of classification 
and segregation as a basis of reform cannot be too greatly emphasized. 



Venereal Disease. 

A special study has been made during the year of venereal disease and 
its relation to social conditions. Following are the results: — 

During the year 14,000 treatments were given for gonorrhea, and 185, 
patients were treated for syphilis. 

Of 500 women recently in the institution 75 per cent, were found to 
have gonorrhea, while over 47 per cent, had syphilis. 

Among the women having gonorrhea the following conditions were 
found: 65 per cent, of the cases had had pelvic inflammatory conditions, 
showing extension of the infection into the uterine adnexa; 20 per cent, 
of the cases had already been operated on, on this account, while 21 per 
cent, of the cases needed surgical treatment. 

The birth rate among the gonorrheics was found to be less than one- 
half that found among the women not having gonorrhea. These two 
sequelae of the disease, i.e., the need for surgical intervention and the 
diminished birth rate, are factors of considerable importance in estimating 
the results which the majority of our women cause indirectly in the 
community. 

Among different classes of women the proportion of venereal disease 
was found to vary, as follows: —

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The last percentages are an additional argument for the need of legis- 
lation to provide for the permanent custodial care of the mentally de- 
fective women, in order that so much actual disease may be permanently 
removed from the community. 

Alcoholism. 

The high per cent, of venereal disease among alcoholics shows the close 
association of alcoholism with immorality. The fact that 60 per cent, of 
our alcoholics have also been arrested for offenses of another nature 
increases the complexity of the problem. The same need for classification 
and segregation, however, applies in this class, — about 25 per cent, of 
the alcoholic women should be permanently segregated, while the majority 
of the remainder should be kept under careful supervision for a period of 
years, even if allowed to return to the conxmunity. This will be possible 
only with a truly indeterminate sentence. The present sentence, in our 
opinion, is too short to allow any permanent "reform" to take place.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



Shebbobn, Oot. 1, 1915. 
To the Sviperintendent: 

I respectfully submit the following report: — 

The religious and ethical training of our women continues of vital 
concern, both to the visiting clergy and to our earnest coworkers. 

The Catholic women have the devoted care of Rev. Father Garrahan, 
who conducts Mass every Sunday. In October he completed the twelfth 
year of faithful ministrations to the inmates of this institution, and was 
made conscious, through bouquets, of the respect in which he is held by 
all, inmates and officers alike. 

The Jewish women receive instruction from Mr. Moses L. Sedar. 

The Protestant services are held every Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock, 
conducted by clergymen of the various denominations. Rev. Richard T. 
Loring has visited the women of the Episcopal Church, preparing a group 
for confirmation. The Rt. Rev. William Lawrence, D.D., Bishop of 
Massachusetts, administered the rites of confirmation to twenty women. 

We are grateful to the Rev. Mr. Loring for the altar which he gave to 
the chapel; a beautiful cross was given by Mrs. Robert Shaw Russell, for 
many years a member of the Board of Prison Commissioners; brass 
candlesticks were the gift of Deputy Commissioner John B. Hebberd. 
Together these donations are a splendid contribution to the chapel. 

Chapel hour every evening is spent in a short religious service, the 
reading of an article, poem or story of merit, or the reading of current 
events. 

Hearty and sincere thanks are here expressed to friends who had given 
entertainments for the women during the year. Among them, Mrs. 
William Faversham (Julie Opp) gave a dramatic recital, and Helen 
Keller gave her message of love and inspiration. 

The school classes for foreign and illiterate women continue. During 
the year intermediate classes have been conducted very successfully by an 
inmate teacher. She maintained good discipline, the pupils were 
interested, and they showed marked improvement. Six new classes have 
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been started in primary and grammar grades in a temporary schooboom^ 
the old room to be converted into a library and reading room. 

The library continues to be one of the most important factors in the 
lives of our women^ and a steady effort is made to develop a taste for good 
literature. We have to thank Miss Catherine Harrington of Lexington, 
and friends in Wellesley College, for books sent during the year. 

It is our belief that an important part of reform work is to develop 
opportunities for self-expression, and that music is a most valuable 
mediimi. During the winter, the new women were given daily instruction 
in the proper use of the voice, and an attempt was made to set a standard. 
The result of this was an improvement in the general singing, although 
individual voices were not so good as in the previous year. Considerable 
attention has been given to the singing of patriotic and folk songs of 
different nations. The music at Christmas, Easter and all Simday 
services is very impressive. 

Some of the programs of the monthly birthday party have been offered 
wholly by the women. The most difBcult production given by them 
during the year was "Ingomar." "The Village Post Office" and "Mrs. 
Jarley's Wax Works'' were among thfe officers' contributions.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



West Rutland, Oct. 1, 1915. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

I herewith submit the eighth annual report of the Prison Camp and 
Hospital. 

The crops this season^ with the possible exception of potatoes, have 
been excellent. The abimdance of the yield has emphasized the need of 
additional barn room, for, after crowding the present structure to its full 
capacity, it was necessary to stack 10 tons of clover hay outside. The 
removal of the horses from their present quarters would not only give the 
required space, but would improve the adjoining cow bam as well. 

The cows, pigs and hens have all given very satisfactory returns. 
Two new henhouses have been added to the poultry plant, and about two 
acres of land added to the tillage. 

A new stone crusher has been installed near the ledge behind the camp, 
and work begun on the new State road between the institution and the 
West Rutland station. The beginning was made rather late in the season, 
owing to the fact that the Highway Commission had not completed their 
survey. This road will not only shorten the haul from the station by a 
mile or more, but will also avoid the hills traversed by the present high- 
way, thereby lessening the work of the teams to a great degree. 

The experiment of transferring longer-term men to the camp is still 
in too early a stage to form an opinion of its possible success. We have 
now 55 of that class here. 

With some of them, especially the first offenders, the good results of 
the freer and mdre normal life here are already apparent. Most of them, 
however, are totally unused to hard physical labor, and their first ex- 
periences with pick and shovel are disheartening to themselves, and of 
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small profit to the institution. This condition^ however^ is one that time 
may remedy. 

The general average of conduct at both camp and hospital has been 
excellent. The efforts of Rev. John F. O'Coimor, the Catholic clergynmn, 
and of the Rev. John Copplestone, the newly appointed Protestant 
clergyman, have been appreciated by both officers and men. 

The holiday "home talent" entertainments have been as popiilar as 
ever, and the holiday ball game proved so valuable an incentive to good 
behavior that the privilege was extended to Saturday afternoons through- 
out the summer. On Labor Day it was supplemented by a program of 
athletic sports. 

The hospital population has been of about the usual size, and the work 
there has gone on quite as usual, as the physician's report will show. 

We have to acknowledge gifts of books and magazines from many 
sources, especially the monthly contribution from Mr. L. L. Ward of the 
Boston Public Library, and also mention with gratitude the kindness of 
those who have added to the value of the Sunday services by their music.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 



West Rutland, Oct. 1, 1915. 
To the Superintendent: 

I hereby submit the eighth annual report of the Prison Camp and 
Hospital. 

Since the opening of the hospital 720 patients have been admitted. 
One hundred seventy-one. patients have been treated during the past 
year; of these, 110 have been admitted; 104 have been discharged; 67 
were in the hospital Oct. 1, 1915. 

Of the one hundred seventy-one patients treated during the past year 
only 24 received no benefit; 10 were unimproved; and 14 died. /There 
were 8 more arrested or apparently cured cases the past year than the 
previous year. 

Two hundred eleven patients have been treated at the camp section.

There has been no change in the treatment, which is largely dietetic, 
climatic, food and hygienic considerations. Considerable attention has 
been given specific diseases (syphilis, etc.), blood test, salvarsan and the 
usual remedies being applied in these cases with great improvement. 

Eye and ear cases of important nature are referred to the Massa- 
chusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary, and cared for here under their in- 
structions. 

The patients' teeth are cared for by a regularly visiting dentist. 

In my report of the previous year I stated the need of the services of 
an oculist and ophthalmologist, and of a surgeon. We need the services 
of such occasionally each year. It is not best, and is harmful, for the 
patients to go back and forth to Boston for treatment. 

I hope the hospital equipment asked for the previous year, both 
medical and surgical, will be available this year.

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The Jails and Houses of Correction* 



The usual reference to each of the twenty-one county prisons follows 
this statement. It will be observed that so far as is possible prisoners 
are employed upon the land, either in raising crops or reclaiming waste 
land. With the 'prisoners serving only a comparatively short term, this 
can be done to advantage both to the authorities and to the prisoner. 
It seems probable that as changes are made in the different counties, this 
feature of prison industry will be given more consideration than was done 
in the past. 

The total number of prisoners in all the county prisons Sept. 30, 1915, 
including those awaiting trial,, was 3,320. Compared with the year 
before it was 279 less. 

Barnstable County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Barnstable, 

At the time this jaU and house of correction was visited there were 
15 prisoners, 2 of them being women. Of the number, 6 were awaiting 
trial; 1 was charged with murder and 1 with manslaughter. In addition 
to the cells in the building there are two large rooms. Aside from the 
domestic work necessary about the buildings there are several acres of 
land which are operated for tillage purposes. 

Berkshike County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Pittsfield. 

A conmiissioner visited this institution on May 31. At that time 
there were confined there 61 men and 2 women. This number does not 
tax the capacity of the institution, which has accommodations for 96 men 
and 30 women. As in former years, the industry at this place is that of 
making shoe heels, some 20 or 25 men being thus employed. The bal- 
ance of the inmates work upon the grounds or in performing the domestic 
work of the institution. 
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Bbistol County. 

Jail and House of Correction at New Bedford, 

On the 30th of September, 1915, there were 257 prisoners in this 
institution. This number is slightly in excess of the number held upon 
the same date the previous year, although the accommodations are ample 
for even a larger niunber. The industries maintained at this place are the 
same as have existed for several years past, and consist of the manufac- 
ture of flexible shoe soles and leather board. No unusual expenditure 
has been incurred for repairs or additions to the buildings. 

Jail at Taunton. 

The number of prisoners remains about the same as in previous years, 
being a few less than 40. On the 30th of September, 1915, of the 35 then 
in custody only 3 were women. The only employment for the prisoners 
consists of the domestic work in and about the jail. The condition of the 
buildings remains practically the same as set forth in previous reports. 

County of Dukes County. 

Jail at Edgartown. 
The total prison population at this jail on the 30th of September, 
1915, consisted of 1 man. The 2 acres of land included in the plant are 
operated by the jailer. Nothing aside from incidental repairs has been 
done to the building. 

Essex County. 

House of Correction at Ipswich. 

The sheriff reports that expenses to the extent of $1,941.43 have been 
incurred during the year for unusual repairs upon the prison buildings. 
The employment for the prisoners consists of operating the 30 acres of 
land owned by the county, and the care of the buildings, which have been 
in use for many years. 

Jail and Hov^se of Correction at Lawrence. 

In previous reports the suggestion has been made that with the four 
prisons in Essex County one might be used for the detention of all the 
women who are committed in the county. With the reduced number of 
prisoners it would seem that the present might be a favorable time to 
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adopt this plan. Although half of the cells are much larger than the 
usual size, there is ample accommodation for each prisoner to be in a 
separate cell. The only industry in which the prisoners are employed is 
that of cane seating. 

Jail at Newburyport. 

This jail is one of the smaller institutions in the State, only 11 pris- 
oners being in custody upon the 30th of September, 1915. Substantially 
all the land is covered by the building and yard. Only the usual neces- 
sary repairs have been made. 

Jail and House of Correction at Salem. 

Upon request of the county commissioners of Essex County the 
sheriff has instituted a new feature in the labor of his prisoners. Begin- 
ning with the 16th of August, some 18 or 20 men, in charge of an officer, 
have been daily transported via electric car from the prison to the Essex 
County Agricultural School at Danvers, returning in the same way at 
night. While at the school the men have been employed in building roads 
adjacent to the institution, and excavating for buildings. Although this 
arrangement has been in operation but a short time, it has proven a wise 
departure from the methods formerly in use, when cane seating of chairs 
was the principal employment. Repairs upon the prison buildings have 
been made at an expense of $1,755.50. 

Franklin County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Greenfield. 

At the time of the visit to this institution there were 60 inmates, all 
of them being men. Of the number, 12 were committed by the Federal 
courts. 

At this institution there are 40 acres of land under cultivation and 
upon which a considerable number of the prisoners are usually employed. 
Aside from the general work about the buildings the only other employ- 
ment is that of cane seating. 

Hampden County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Springfield. 

This is one of the larger county prisons, and at the time the institu- 
tion was visited there were 195 inmates, only 13 of the number being 
women. The menus at this prison are changed according to the season. 
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A considerable amount of vegetable products are raised upon the land 
connected with the institution. This affords employment for a consider- 
able number of men. 

The kitchen is large and clean. As has been the case for a consider- 
able period, the only industry is that of umbrella making, the products of 
which are sold in the open market. In the vicinity of 100 men are em- 
ployed in doing thfs work. The shop is well lighted. 

Hampshire County. 

Jail and House of Correction ai Northampton. 

The number of prisoners at this institution, when visited, was about 
40, all men, and the length of sentences for which they were committed 
in most cases was of short duration. 

There is only a small amount of land attached to the institution, and 
there is no wall enclosing the same. There is a shop in which such pris- 
oners as are not otherwise employed are at work caning chairs, this being 
the only industry at this place. 

Middlesex County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Cambridge, 

In the winter of 1914 a large niunber of men were at one time com- 
mitted to this institution in default of payment of small fines imposed 
upon them for trespassing upon railroad property during the unusually 
cold weather, they having sought shelter from the cold in warm coaches 
when they were out of employment. The capacity of the institution was 
overtaxed, and a considerable number of the men were confined in a room 
of inadequate facilities, from which they were taken to the yard for exer- 
cise and fresh air at various intervals during the day. At night they were 
housed in the chapel. This condition, however, was only temporary, and 
is not likely to again occur. 

Jail at Lowell. 

At the time of the chairman's visit to the Lowell Jail 70 men and 
10 women were in custody. Notwithstanding the fact that this number 
was larger than necessary to perform the domestic work about the insti- 
tution, there is no other industry being carried on at the place, excepting, 
of course, in the gardening season, when the small amount of land at- 
tached to the institution is cultivated. 
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Nantucket County. 

« 

Jail and House of Correction at Nantucket. 

Many previous reports have called attention to the buildings which 
comprise this antiquated institution. On the 30th of September, 1915^ 
there were no prisoners in either the jail or the house of correction. 

Norfolk Countt. 

Jail and House of Correction at Dedhdm. 

Like most of the other prisons in the State, the number of prisoners 
at this place is not large. There are cell accommodations for more than 
100. On the 30th of September, 1915, the number was only 66 men and 
1 woman. The sheriff, who is master and keeper, has enlarged the cells 
in the women's wing, making 12 cells into 6 by removing the partition 
wall. There are 15 acres of land included in the plant, 10 acres of which 
are under cultivation. Other employment for the prisoners consists of 
making shoe heels. There have been no .unusual developments during 
the year. The prison is always in good condition. 

Plymouth County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Plyrrumth 

Of the 238 acres included in the Plymouth Jail and House of Correc- 
tion plant, 100 acres are under cultivation. This work furnishes employ- 
ment for all the male prisoners except those required to do the work about 
the prison buildings. A few more prisoners were in custody upon the 
30th of September, 1915, than there were a year ago. The buildings are 
comparatively new and in excellent condition. 

Suffolk County. 

Jail at Boston. 

While some of the cells at this jail are considerably larger than is 
usual, the number of prisoners is most of the time in excess of the num- 
ber of cells, and it frequently becomes necessary to place two in each cell. 
The terms which most of the sentenced prisoners receive are short. They 
are employed in the necessary work about the place. The larger part of 
those in custody, however, are held awaiting trial.

Deer Island Hcmse of Correction. 

This is the only county prison in the State that is not under the con- 
trol of the sheriff of the county. In this case the penal institutions 
commissioner^ who is appointed by the mayor of the city of Boston, 
appoints the master and has direct supervision. A number of changes in 
the official staff have been made during the past year. The number of 
inmates is much larger than that of any other county, prison. The aver- 
age daily number during the past year was 1,186. The sentences imposed 
upon those committed here are usually of short duration. In addition 
to about 100 acres of land connected with the prison, 26 acres on Long 
Island have been cultivated by the labor of prisoners from this institution. 

Worcester County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Fitchburg. 

For a long time no women have been sentenced to this prison, all 
being committed to the Worcester Jail and House of Correction. The 
men are all employed either in working upon the grounds, tilling the land 
or cane seating chairs. The prison shows every evidence of being well 
managed. Good order prevails, and the importance of cleanliness is not 
overlooked. 

Jail and House of Correction at Worcester. 

The operations at Camp Wachusett, under the supervision of this 
prison and referred to in previous reports, are being continued satisfac- 
torily. The only other employment of prisoners aside from that required 
to keep the place in order is that of cane seating. The prison buildings 
are in good condition, and no repairs or additions of an unusual character 
have been made during the y^ar.

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Criminal Prosecutions. 

Statistics concerning criminal prosecutions are presented in tables 
following statements reviewing briefly the trials for murder. Included in 
these tables are cases begun, cases pending and their disposition. Atten- 
tion is called to the fact that the figures in all of the following tables 
refer in every case to- the number of individuals, i.e., when the headings 
"cases pending,'' "cases begun," "cases disposed of,'' etc., appear, the 
word "case" means the case of each individual. The capital cases are 
set out more in detail, but are included in the total number of trials. 

Trials for Murder. 

Fausto Narciso and Emma Chendi were indicted in Berkshire 
County, July 15, 1914, for the murder of Tommasso Fagliato on May 30, 
1914, in the city of Pittsfield. The defendants were brought to trial 
Jan. 20, 1915, and the district attorney having nol-prossed so much of 
the indictments as charged murder, a verdict of guilty of manslaughter 
was rendered in each case. Narciso was sentenced to the State Prison 
for a term of not less than eight nor more than ten years, and Chendi 
to the house of correction for one year. 

Alonzo Bell was indicted in Bristol County, Nov. 6, 1914, for the 
murder of Jesse Watts in the city of Fall River. On Dec. 2, 1914, a plea 
of guilty of murder in the second degree was accepted by the Common- 
wealth, and the defendant was sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

Mabel A. Scudder was indicted in Bristol County, June 3, 1914, for 
the murder of Edgar C. Scudder on April 13, 1914, in the city of Taunton. 
The defendant was brought to trial Dec. 3, 1914, and a verdict of not 
guilty was rendered. 

Marcellino Faria was indicted in Bristol County, June 3, 1914, for 
the murder of Alice G. Faria on April 27, 1914, in the city of New 
Bedford. A plea of guilty of murder in the second degree was accepted 
by the Commonwealth, and on Dec. 3, 1914, the defendant was sentenced 
to the State Prison for life. 

Cleophas Blanchard was indicted in Bristol County, Nov. 6, 1914, 
for the murder of Malvina Blanchard. A plea of guilty of murder in the 
second degree was accepted by the Commonwealth, and on Feb. 15, 1915, 
the defendant was sentenced to the State Prison for life.

REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR AIDING DISCHARGED 

PRISONERS. 



To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

The year ending Nov. 30, 1915, has been one of unusual activity in 
this branch of the department, as evidenced by the fact that 200 more 
discharged prisoners have been aided than during the same time last year, 
the total number helped being 2,347. 

Two hundred and eighty-one men who had been imprboned in the 
State Prison were aided, as follows : —

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This makes a total expenditure of $7,801.75 for aiding 1,312 male 
prisoners from the State institutions under the control of the Prison 
Commissioners. 

In addition to the above, 1,035 men from the other prisons were 
aided at an expense to the Massachusetts Society for Aiding Discharged 
Prisoners of $2,162.8;2. 

The total number of males in prison at the date of this report for 
crimes, misdemeanors and all offenses, including drunkenness, was 5,839, 
which is about one-half of one per cent, of the male population of Massa- 
chusetts over eighteen years of age. This fact indicates that we live in a 
fairly orderly community. If the drunkards and defectives were elimi- 
nated from the prison population the above figures would be materially 
reduced. 

Prison treatment does not accomplish much for the inebriate; possibly 
long-continued hospital treatment and hard work might help him. There 
are no released prisoners so difficult to deal with as the habitual drunkard; 
one is never siu^e of him. 

It seems to be a settled fact that a certain percentage of human beings 
are destined to spend a portion of their lives in imprisonment, notwith- 
standing all the efforts of their fellow men to have it otherwise. Systems 
of treatment, probation, early and easy releases do not alter this fact. 
Neither would more rigid discipline or harsher treatment alter the result. 
The causes that bring men to prison must be sought farther back, even 
to childhood. Well-intentioned parents, by overindulgence, often give 
their children a false start in life, while others, through neglect, leave 
them to form associations that lead directly to evil. 

An ounce of prevention is said to be worth a pound of cure. If 
preventive measures were more insistently made a part of early education 
and training, there ought certainly to be less delinquents in the com- 
munity. 

With the hope for a continued decrease in our prison population, and 
more favorable conditions of employment for discharged prisoners, I

REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR AIDING DISCHARGED 

FEMALE PRISONERS. . 



Room 9, State House, Boston, Deo. 1, 1915. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

The year ending Nov. 30, 1915, was marked by great activity along the 
lines of rehabilitating women discharged from the various penal institu- 
tions of the Conmionwealth. Those assisted by this department numbered 
1,215, being a material increase over the figures of other years. 

This branch of the service has been carried on for upwards of thirty- 
five years, and has met with more than average success. 

The list of applicants for State help may be divided into three classes, 
viz.: those who receive help once, and thereafter provide for themselves; 
those who call only when in dire need; and those who consider it their 
right to apply regularly. The latter are made to understand that they 
must become self-supporting in order to regain self-respect, for the work 
aims primarily to start each ex-prisoner on the upward path, in order that 
she may be restored to her rightful position in society and become a useful 
citizen. All necessary assistance is freely furnished, but a pension system 
is discouraged. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in providing work for appli- 
cants in the early part of the year. Our women being for the most part 
unskilled, domestic work seems the only field open to them, although some 
exceptions noted found employment in factories where the proprietors, 
imbued with the missionary spirit, were willing to help the good work 
along. The outlook, however, at the present time is more hopeful as there 
is now a fair-sized list of employers who stand ready to employ those who 
are striving to live down an unfortunate past. Owing to the cessation of 
immigration from Europe, there is at present a dearth of inexperienced 
housemaids, — a shortage which is greatly in our favor as it lessens 
competition and induces many to give our girls at least a chance to make 
good who otherwise would shrink from admitting to their households 
women who have paid the penalty for earlier wrongdoing. 

Among the skilled workers who found situations from this office were 
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cooks, laundresses, machine operatives, mill hands, saleswomen, seam- 
stresses and waitresses. 

Despite some disappointments in women who have lapsed, patience 
and imlimited forbearance is rewarded by the retm'n of many wayward 
ones to their former places in the family circle. The letters written by 
appreciative relatives who gladly report that the reformation of their loved 
one is complete is indeed a source of encouragement in the work.

During the year this oflSce has received 6,397 finger-print records from 
the State and coimty prisons and various police departments. This 
number represents an increase of 1,200 over the previous year. By com- 
paring the reports of this oflSce for previous years, one can readily detect 
an increase which is becoming more marked each year in the number of 
records transmitted to this office by various police departments. 

In the opinion of the agent, this is evidence that the finger-print 
system has long passed its experimental stage, and has proven itself to be 
a necessary working tool for all police departments irrespective of their 
size. Then, too, the addition of a cross card name index, arranged simi- 
larly to those kept in large police departments, has greatly increased the 
efficiency of the office. By means of this new index police officials and 
others are materially aided in their work of investigation and considera- 
tion of names and descriptions of persons suspected of having again com- 
mitted crime. 

In order to maintain this enthusiasm among the police officials we 
should further aid them in this important work by extending the finger- 
print system and regulations to the State Farm and industrial schools. I

would also suggest that the present finger-print law relative to the county 
prisons be amended, to include the records of all persons conunitted there 
for vagrancy. At the present time there is no law requiring the officials 
of the State Farm to make and furnish this office with finger-print records 
of persons conmiitted there as vagrants. 

One of the most important reasons why such records should be taken 
and tabulated in the State files is that the majority of such persons have 
long criminal records. Some of these men are parole violators and fugi- 
tives, and are wanted by prison authorities and police officials. 

In some few instances the industrial school delinquent boys, after 
release, continue a criminal career. For this reason such records should be 
made and separately filed in the State Bureau. Police officials, probation 
officers and parole agents find it very difficult to trace the early records of 
these boys. It would not be any more objectionable to take finger-print 
records of these young offenders than to record their names and family 
histories. I would state, however^ that such records should be filed apart 
from the others at this office, and examined only upon special request. 

The work of indexing the Massachusetts Reformatory and State Prison 
records has been completed, which has enlarged and improved the depart- 
ment. 

We are now equipped with a complete list, giving name and alias, date 
of sentence with previous records, Bertillon measurements and finger-print 
formulas, if any, of all persons who have been committed to the State 
Prison and Massachusetts Reformatory since 1890. The recording of the 
Bertillon measurements and finger-print formillas is an important factor 
in our work, as it supplies the office with a key to the filing place of all 
BertUlon photographs and finger-print records. The name index is a 
valuable asset to the office and a great aid to police officials and probation 
officers who require immediate information over the telephone. It is 
constantly referred to, and leads to old and long criminal records that 
could not otherwise be found. 

During the year the office has made an exceedingly large number of 
important identifications, upon request, for various police departments of 
the Commonwealth, and also a few for the following outside police de- 
partments: Dover, N. H., New Haven, Conn., New York, N. Y., Port- 
land, Me., Rochester, N. Y., and Woonsocket, R. I.

examinations is a matter of interest and concern. The following police 
departments have availed themselves of this advantage: Boston, Brook- 
line, Lawrence, Newton, Somerville and Watertown. 

During the past year 39 identifications were effected by means of the 
telephone, and of this number 14 were found under aliases. The telephone 
is not always the most positive course to pursue, but it has served its 
purpose exceedingly well. Only two persons denied their former records or 
identity, and these admitted their guilt when shown photographs sent 
from this oflBce. 

The agent has measured by the Bertillon system 1 prisoner for the 
State Police Department and 4 for the Federal government. The person 
measured for the State Police who previously denied former records was 
found by these measurements to be a parole violator from a New York 
State prison, and had also a long criminal record in Massachusetts. 

The finger-print system has greatly assisted the Board of Parole in de- 
tecting the whereabouts of many parole violators. This information was 
furnished by finger-print records from police departments arid county 
prisons. During the year 22 parole violators from the Massachusetts 
Reformatory and 4 from the State Prison were traced in the county 
prisons and reported. Of this niunber, 4 were serving sentences under 
aliases. Through the finger-prints furnished by police departments, 65 
former inmates of the Massachusetts Reformatory, and 11 persons who 
had former records in the State Prison, were identified. Eighteen of these 
men were found under aliases. These records also were reported. These 
police records were all of persons whose parole time had not expired, and 
in some instances their whereabouts were unknown to the Board. From 
.the police records sent here for identification one escaped prisoner has been 
located. 

The agent has prepared copies of accidental finger prints made upon 
window glass and other material for the State, Winchester and Foxborough 
Police departments. The copies were carefully photographed and exam- 
ined to determine whether duplicate records were in the State files. This 
branch of the work has resulted in important identifications in previous 
years, and is significant of the application and use of the finger-print 
system.
